"The blast of war blows in our 
ears; sights and sounds of war meet 
us on every side: our country Is in 
dire need; our wounded are cal! lui; 
across the seas— our duty lies plainly 
before us; before all else we must ask 
ourselves — how can I serve my coun- 
try? It is the momentous question 
of our careers, and each man must 
decide for himself." This paragraph 
from the valedictory address deliver- 
ed by Dr. Frank J. Scully, fittingly 
summarizes the note sounded at the 
special convocation of the University 
held in the Assembly Mall of the 
New Medical Building yesterday, for 
the purpose of conferring the degree 
of M.D., C.At., upon 43 graduates of the 
Faculty of Medicine of the class of 
Medicine '17. The convocation Is the 
result of the short course which was 
granted the class of '17 last year In 
order that Ihey might complete their 
studies In record time to offer their 
services to the medical authorities. 
Approximately 400 persons were in 
attendance. s 

Throughout the ceremony the desir- 
ability of enlistment for service over- 
seas was emphasized. Speaker after 
speaker touched upon this topic, and 
the advantages of the Anhy Medical 
Corps we're mentioned frequently, The 
greater portion of the class has al- 
ready signified Its Intention of pro- 
codding to the front. 

Acting Dean Blackuder, of the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine, In presenting the 
candidates for the degree, read a 
cablegram from the Dean, Colonel H. 
8. Birkett, C.B., congratulating the 
members of the class of '17 upon the 
completion • of tfieir course. The 
cablegram ended with the \word», 
"Come over and help us." Acting 
Dean Blackader urged the members of 
the class to act upon Colonel Birkett's 
suggestion. The Faculty had done its 
part in granting the summer course, 
and it was only fair that the gradu- 
ates should do something In return. 

In presenting candidates for the de- 
gree of D.D.S., Dr. A. W. Thornton, 
chairman of the Dental Executive, 
spoke of the good work which was 
being carried on by the Canadian 
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DR. AKTHUlt S. LAMB, 
Winner of the Senior Medical So- 
ciety prize. He has enlisted for ac- 
tive service.

Army Dental Corps, and of what has 
already been accomplished 1iy the 
Dental units at the front and at 
home, - 

Lieut. -Colonel .T. George Adamt, 
Btrathcona professor of Pathology, 
and recontly attached to Canadian 
Medical headquarters in Iiondon, spoke 
chiefly upon -matters relating to the 
war and the participation in it of 
medical men. He advised the gradu- 
ates to enlist in the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps in preference to the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, stating 
that .he believed that Canadian doc- 
tors should be kept with the Cana- 
dian troops. On all parts of the line 
j McQill graduates were to be found at 
j the top of the ladder, said Lieu t.- Col. 
; Adami, making special reference to 
Colonel Birkett, Lieut. -Colonel J. A. 
Hutcheson, Lieut -Colonel It. I', 
Wright, Lieut. -Colonel J, M. Elder, 
Lieut. -Colonel Kenneth Cameron, ami 
Lieut. -Colonel F. O. FInley as being 
among the most eminent Canadian 
medical men In the service overseas, 
. The valedictory delivered by Dr. 
Scully waa as follows: 

"To every beginning there must bo 
an end. Our course is finished. For 
five. Jons years we, have struggled on, 
Beginning with a class of one hundred 
and twenty youthe thirsting for know- 
ledge, we have decreased In size year 
by year; some fell by the wayside, 
and In rocky places; others' answered 



the call of their Kins— and what 
nobler act could any man perform — 
until now we present Just a remuant 
of our former selves; anil not later 
than Saturday the Faculty cut an- 
other pleco from that remuant; but 
what few of us are left, come here 
to-day to write history In the annala 
of McQill University. H is the first 
time the Faculty has ever sent forth 
a class which has carried itu work 1 
through the summer months in unlet 
that we might be of service to our 
country in its hour of need. 

"We have received a degree from 
this dear old University, which ad- 
mits us to the noblest of profession's. 
The trained physician Is a benefactor 
to the community; in alleviation of 
man's immediate and most conscious 
Ills his work is beneficent beyond any 
other human mission, no other class 
of public servants exhibits greater un- 
selfishness or performs a larger 
amount of unpaid service. ' 

"So much time has been devoted to 
experiment and lecture that there may 
be some danger of forgetting the posi- 
tion that these five years occupy 
alongside of. the other years of our 
lives. There is danger of forgetting 
the main purpose of the whole educa- 
tive process, i.e., producing, nut good 
doctors, but good citizens. Education 
In the nineteenth century aimed at 
individual successes; success some- 
times gained at the expense of others; 
an education was prized for the money 
return to be made from it. Happily 
this idea U losing ground, and we are 
beginning to realize that no educa- 
tion Is worth the name which does not. 
make the student take u keener and 
better interest In the whole welfare, 
temporal and spiritual, of society. 

"Medical men Bhould be public' 
men, contrary to popular opinion; a 
good doctor and a public man are not 
Incompatible, they are quite the re- 
verse. Medical men have opportuni- 
ties of doing good that few enjoy, and, 
as with all other classes, many have 
failed to take advantage of these op- 
portunities. The main reason for 
such Indifference Is lack of Imaglna-

medicine. To-day is the day of pre- 
ventive medicine. Following such a 
principle imagination, sympathy, and 
in short a deep insight into life, is 
absolutely necessary. Then should we 
look upon our five years of training, 
not as an instrument to cure diseuse, 
but to contribute to Hie richness of 
the life that animates society. 

"Medical men In every country have 
given up their lives that others might 
live, and here 1 must stop at the tombs 
of two or our Professors, Drs. J. j\. 
Henderson and II. 1\ Campbell. Dr. 
Henderson in the prime of life, an 
object of our admiration and affec- 
tion, of our pride and our hopes, was 
suddenly taken from us, and It seem- 
ed as If we hud never till then known 
how deeply we loved and reverenced 
him. 

■in Dr. Campbells most glorious 
death while serving his country. Can- 
ada lost a most noble son. The most 
triumphant death is that of a mar- 
tyr; the most awful that of a mar- 
tyred patriot; the most splendid Huit 
of a hero in the hour of battle. He 
could scarcely have departed lu a . 
blighter blaze of glory. He has left 
;is not Indeed a mantle of inspiration 
bul a. name and example which are at 
this hour inspiring thousands of the 
youth of Canada. We would prove un- 
grateful to these and lo our teachers 
were we to do less In the general dif- 
fusion of that knowledge obtained at 
such a cost. We must be ready to 
spend ourselves for others, to enter 
into their trials and life with sym- 
pathy and devotion. 

"Members of the Faculty, my eulo- 
gies are many, my criticisms but few. 
You have worked most arduously to 
carry out the wish of the Militia De- 
partment and this class, viz., that all 
medical students bo graduated us soon 
as possible, You huve done this, and 
at the same time have not, I hope, 
lowered the standard of old Met; 111, 

Which is second to none throughout 
the world. Your Graduates have cut 
niches in the halls of fame and 
glory; would wo hàd I he ability to do 
such noble things. 
"To individualise the ubilily of mem- 
bers of your Faculty is not in my 
power, hut If I might he allowed lo 
comment— to Dr. Chas. F. Martin tho 
members of this class are most deep- 
ly Indebted for his untiring efforts In 
our behalf. Ills system of case work 
in Medicine is an unqualified success, 
and we should like to see It carried to 
other departments, The Department 
of Surgery retains ils usual high 
standard, while Obstetrics we consider 
is absolutely above criticism.

"From the students' standpoint we 
suggest that loo much time is devot- 
ed to lectures, when practical work 
might be commendably substituted.

To-night at 8.15, the Science Un- 
dergraduate Society will hold its 
first meeting of the year. 

Dr. J. J. O'Neil will give an ad- 
dress about "The Canadian Stefann- 
son Expedition," accompanying it with 
lantern slides. 

Dr. O'Neil is especially qualified to 
speak on this subject, in which every 
one with a love of adventure Is inter- 
ested, and is very widely known as a 
geologist. Dr. O'Neil Is a McQill 
graduate in Mining '09. After gradu- 
ating at McQill he took a post-gradu- 
ate course at Yale, In Ucology. Dater, 
he became one of the foremost Mc- 
Qill men on the Geological Survey. His 
scientific work brought him into con- 
tact with Stefannson, with whom he 
went north. After reaching the Arc- 
tic, he and Stefannson separated. lie 
spent two yean on the expedition, and 
finally return* u last fall. 

His real object In making the ex- 
ledltion was to Investigate the native 
opper deposits that were along the 
hores of the Arctic. First know- 
edge of these deposits was gained 
from the fact that Eskimos made 
■ irude copper implements, and they 
,J( tad no way of refining It. The Qeo- 
. logical Department thought It worth 
, while to send him up there because It 
; *as known that the geology of the 
place waa the same as that of the sec- 
It Hon around the enormous Lake Su- 
perior deposits. Dr. O'Neil waa ac- 
companied by Wm. Cox, the son of 
Professor Cox, who acted as the topo- 
grapher of the party. 

He found that a mass of low grade 
copper exists there. His talk will be 
fhlefly of this and the other geologi- 
cal features connected with It. He 
has also agreed to tell something of 
the 'Blond Eskimos." His talk will 
be illustrated.

THE PRINCESS. 

When the curtain rings down at 
the Princess Theatre next Saturday 
night, marking the close of legitimate 
plays there, the management can be 
sure that they wound up the season 
In a blase of glory. "The Flame" Is an 
attraction well worth seeing. The 
story is in a way simple, but unfolds 
Itself like on? of Rider Haggard's 
tales of Africa, and the unknown lands 
—"She," "Ayesha," "King Solomon's 
Mines," might have Inspired it. It 
deals with the struggle of two Am- 
ericans to settle in a land that bor- 
ders "on the Gulf of Mexico or the 
.Caribbean Sea." The natives are 
more Mexican than anything else, and 
most of their time Is spent In begin- 
ning, carrying on or ending a revolu- 
tion. Wayne Putnam Is a young 
planter who decides to make his 
money out of banana crops, while 
Dave Carson is boring for oil. Wayne 
is in love with Pamela Cabot, who is 
in turn loved by Qeronlmo Zabina, the 
leader of a former revolution. Pam- 
ela marries Wayne, Zabina starts an- 
other revolution, captures anything 
and everything he can lay his hands 
on, including Wayne's wife, and later 
Wayne himself. But everything ends 
up right.* That Is the bare skeleton of 
the plot, and Berves as enough realism 
to support the weird and mystic forces 
that are allowed to enter into the play. 

The Temple of the Sun and the 
Moon under the well, The Treasure of 
the Earth and the Flame, the God 
without Horns, the sacrifice of the 
Voodoo, the Qreen Jungle all give an 
opportunity to the stage manager to 
work In a wealth of detail and scen- 
ery that Is magnificent. Maya, the 
priestess of the Temple, played by 
Peggy O'Neil, is the central figure In 
this almost fairy tale. It is through 
her aid that Wayne (Richard Qlrdon) 
and Pamela (Marion Coakley), are 
married and later delivered from the 
hands of the revolutionists; she it is 
who guards the Flame of the Treasure 
of the Earth, and It Is Bhe who Is real- 
ly the heroine of the play. 

It is almost unfair to pick any one 
of the performers for particular men- 
tion. Dave Carton, in the part of the 
Texan (James Seeley), was perhaps 
the most matter of fact and free of 
speech performer; he seemed to na- 
turally fill the part. Francis Verdi 
as Don Benito Qarvanaa, Governor of 
the State, was, to say thé least, realis- 
tic, and did not overdo a part that 
gave him ample chance to do so. Ann 
Warrington as Mrs. Cabot, played a 
difficult part abjy. Zabina (Louis 
Ancker) in the part of an American- 
ized native and later aa leader of 
the revolutionists, made an excellent 
Villain. 

The Qreen Jungle waa aa good aa 
the storm acene in the Garden of Al- 
lah—and that is "going some." The 
music was that weird haunting mix- 
ture of sounds that delights the ear of 
primitive peoples, and which has 
struck a responsive cord in America 
lately. 

The Flame is well worth seeing.

The varied uses to which sandbags 
are put at the front Is described by 
Pte. P. A. Bieler, Arts '18, of the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fantry, in a letter recently received by 
his parents, Prof, and Mrs. Charles 
Bieler. Pte. Bieler, who Is one of 
four brothers In uniform, writes: 

"Those sandbags! They are alwayB 
ready to render us every Imaginable 
service we ask of them. First they 
are the bricks with which we build 
parapets, dugouts, forts, every con- 
ceivable structure above or below the 
turface of the mud. Each empty bag 
costs eight cents. I have never tried 
to count up the expense entailed in 
the piles and plies of bags used In 
our trench-masonry. 

"But this obvious Use of the sand- 
bag is not by far the most Important. 
One of us flndt his bunk or hit board 
too hollow or too hard? An arm-full 
of empty sandbags turns it into a 
bed which could vie In comfort with 
those of the Rlta-Carltonl Our boots 
and socks are soaking wet. Off they 
go and a sandbag wrapped around 
each foot makes the most comfortable 
If not elegant bedroom slipper. "Hello, 
I have lost my putties." "iDon't wor- 
ry, a sandbag cut In slices will re- 
place them admirably." "How In the 
world am I to cram all my Chrlatmas 
parcels In my kit, if an obliging sand- 
bag did not provide a convenient sup- 
plement?" Sandbags replace blankets 
on cold nights, carpets in damp dug- 
outs, macklntoahea in a downpour, 
towels if one's skin la not too deli- 
cate, postbags for Christmas mails, 
and a good many other things too long 
to enumerate."

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A very enjoyable and entertaining 
meeting was held lust n'Ri.t by the 
Cercle Français. This meeting was 
ill the form of n supper, unci was fol- 
lowed by a very Instructive and in- 
teresting literary evening. 

Dr. Villurd, the honorary president 
of the Society, In u few well-chosen 
words, Introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Dr. Hrundt, Principal of 
Pointe-ttUx-Tremblcj College. Dr. 
Hruiult chose us his subject, "Paris," 
and in a very graphic, clear und nat- 
ural stylo gave what might be con- 
sidered a guide to all the interesting 
lghts of the metropolis; n. guide which 
would certainly prove of great value 
lo all visiting Paris. 

Starting out from New York, the 
speaker pointed out that the first 
point worthy of attention, the Statue 
of Liberty, was the work of a French 
sculptor. Having arrived at Havre, 
we lire immediately impressed by the 
beauty and regularity of the scenery, 
so different from the irregularity that 
greets one when entering Hie St. Law- 
rence. Before one arrives in the city 
of Paris, the Eiffel Tower is sein il 
the distance, with its imposing height, 
Dr. Iirundt puused to remark at this 
point that the Tower has proven of 
great value in connection with the 
war ns a wireless station. When one 
has reached the city, the Colomne de 
Juillet, situated on "In place de la 
Bastille," is the first monument one 
visits; from there it is but a short 
distance to the Arch of Triumph,, 
which wns built by Napoleon in or- 
der to celebrate the glory which his 
victories brought to the empire. All- 
other place that the speaker said all 
those Interested In objecta d'art 
should visit was the Garden of Lux- 
embourg, where one could easily 
spend many days with both profit nnd 
pleasure. Hefore leaving the subject 
j of monuments, Dr. Iirundt told his 
; audience that even in the squares. 

public places and boulevards of Paris, 
( one is sure to find many Statues of 
historic importance. 
The speuker then referred to the 
I buildings. Foremost iu eivry way 
was the well-known Louvre, or l'i^- 
ace of the King. At the present time 
the moms of this building all have 
significant and diversified import- 
ance. In one room we find various 
objects dealing with Roman life, in 
another Egyptian, while, iu the room 
filled with Grecian sculpture, the re- 
nowned slutue of "Venus de Milo" is 
to be seen. Leaving behind Le Louvre, 
j one visita the Garden of Tuileries, 
I which dates from tho lime of Louis 
i XIV. The garden is noted for Its 
Statues of modern sculptors. At the 
Pantheon, the ashes of many of 
i France's national men lie burled. 
I Such men as Mirabeau, Voltaire, and 
i Hugo were interred here. "Les In- 
• valides," which was founded at the 
time of Napoleon, is a home for all 
I those soldiers incapacitated by wur, 
und Dr. Brandt ventured to remurk 
that should one visit Parla at the mo- 
ment, one would find Huit many rooms 
of the building were fully occupied.

The price of this license ia Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to tlie 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be atqaired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPKRIOU METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS.
